By the return of the Saluda, the 
Colonization Society has received very anima- 
ting intelligence of the successful adiministra- 
tion of Gov. Buchanan, of the happy termina- 
tion of a war waged hy a fieree savage chief 
upon one of the comparatively defenceless mis- | 
sionary settlements, and of the subsequent ap- 
plication of several African tribes to be taken 
under the protection of the Colonial Laws. 
The territory of the Colony has been extended, 





and exhibits in its agricultural improvements, 
the religious character of many of its inhabi- 
tants, and its moral influence upon the people 
of Africa, much to animate the hearts of its | 
friends. The missionaries are blest and re- 
joicing in their labors and sending forth impor- | 
tunate requests for additional men to aid them, 
seeing that the harvest indeed is plenteous | 
while the liborers are few, 

It is important that the Saluda should be pre- | 
pared to re-visit the Colony in July, witha 
‘argo of emigrants. For this, and to meet ex- 
isting engagements, and give such energy to 
the operations of the Society as the times and 
events demand, some fifteen. or twenty thou- 
sand dollars will be indispensable. Should the 
churches unite, as has been proposed, in pray- 
er and effort for Africa on the Sth of July, a 
sum much larger would be realized, and a 
eause which is opening wide the prospects of 
knowledge, civilization and Christianity, in 
the most miserable quarter of the globe, re- 
ceive a greater impulse than from its origin, it 
has experienced, 

Mr. Buxton, in his reeent work on the Afri- | 
‘an slave trade, has adduced strong evidence | 
to show, that of the annual vietims of this trade, | 
—one half perish before embarkation—one 
fourth in the middle passage—one fifth after 
being landed, in the seasoning. ‘The conelu- 
sion to which he arrives atter a patient, 
thorough inquiry into the extent and atrocity 
of this is the following terrible one—* That 
the slave trade annually dooms to the horrors of 
slavery, (Christinn) 120,000 —( Mohammedan) 
50,000 —'Total, 170,000—and murders, (Chris- 
tian) 280,000—( Mohammedan) 50,000—Total, 
$30,000 —making the total number of its annu- 
al vietims, 500,000." 

Omitting then, all referenee to the degrada- 
tion, barbarism, and eruel and gloomy super- 
of Africa, this appalling fact alone 
would seem sufficient to move this and every 
other civilized and Chistian nation. Tf this 
traffic can only be suppressed, as Mr. Buxton 
helieves, by the civilization of Africas if the 
principles and poliey ofthe American Colont- 
zation Society, (which we rejoice to know the 
philanthropy and government of England have 
adapted, ) can alone effect that eiviliz ition, 
how important that this should be appled with 
all possible energy, and to all possible extent,

Mr. President,—When a wise man would 
achieve any great practical end, he prepares 
well the instraments by which he operates, 
‘The 
most valiant warrior thinks it not beneath bin 
to look well to the keenness of the edge, and 
the etherial temper of his blade. Both under- 
stand, that “ wisdom is better than strength.” 

Now, sir, God bas undertaken a great: work 
—the subjugation of the world to himself. The 
grand instrument employed by him is the hu- 
man mind. But it bot mind in its native 
state; itis not mind lying like imbedded ore, 
mixed with dull earth and base materials, 
But it is the mind drawn out by discipline, and 
sharpened and burnished, and all radiant with 
the reflected beams of truth. In accordance 
with this the prophet Isainh has beautifully said, 
He bath made my mouth like a sharpsword; 
in the shadow of bis hand hath he bid me, and 
made me a polished shaft.” 

Here is the work to which our Society is 
called—a co-operation with God, in the train- 
ing and preparing of minds for the holiest and 
heavenliest work ever committed to mortals. 
But to whom can we look for patronage? If 
you divide the Christian community into two 
equal parts, the one embracing the more intel-

you will find that nearly all our patronage

Our appeal then, to the clergy and gentle- 
men in other learned professions, and the more 
intelligent and cultivated classes of society 
generally, rests, first of all, upon the ground 
that they alone can appreciate the value of the 
work. | am aware, sir, that it may be said 
with truth, that those who possess the least 
mental cultivation, appreciate highly the in- 
struction of those who sre are best furnished 
for the work of the ministry. But it to he 
observed, that although they form a tolerable 
estimate of the result, they are not aware of 
the expeusive and toilful processes by which 
the furnishment was made.

If we neglect this 
work they will be few indeed, But who ex- 
cept the clergy and gentlemen in’ the other 
learned professions, and the more intelligent 
and cultivated classes of society, will appre- 
ciate such results? Equally clear is it that 
none but the more intelligent can appreciate | 
the paramount value of Christian instruction. 
It is true that all feel the influence of doctrinal 
inculeation; but the less intelligent portion, even | 
of our Christian people, attach too little pro- 
portional consequence to the power of teach- 
ing. All can value warm emotions, and a 
pungent style of address, and those manifesta- 
tions of feeling which strike a chord of sympa- 
thy in-every human breast. But it is only the 
more intelligent class of hearers, that ean thor- 
oughly appreciate the value of simple, lum 
nous aud abundant instruction. 

Who, then, shall patronize this Society, ex- 
cept those that have felt deeply the value of 
sound instruction, and that have known some- 
thing of the greatness of the work of becoming 
well prepared to teach others?) Nor ought we 
to overlook another obvious advantage of a 
thorough education, which is but slightly ap- 
preciated by the less bighly educated part of) 
the community.

propriety in referring this interest —the edu- 
cation of young mento the sacred ministry 
to the clergy, and the learned of other profes. 
and the intelligent and cultivated classes 
if society They may unite their 
personal influence with their benefactions., In 
the bestowment of gifts, much more miny he 
accomplished by the sympathy and personal 
influences that accompany them than by the 
amount of the douations. The influence of 
Howard the philanthropist rests not so much 
upon the fact that he scattered his estate among 
the destitute, as it does upon his visits of merey 
and the words of kindness that accompanied 
his bestowments. And what it that 
chiefly endears to us our heavenly Father asa 
benefactor? The generous munificence and 
continual recurrence of his bounties affect us, 
yet nothing so affects our hearts, as the dis- 
covery of himself, when as if from a dark 
cloud, his hand seems to be stretched forth for 
our relief. A little incident occurred today, to 
which LT will advert for a moment, if you will 
pardon such an allusion to myself. While 
sitting on this platform, at) our interesting 
meeting in behalf of foreign missions this 
morning, | saw standing by yonder wall an 
aged and honored servant of Christ. It was 
the venerable Dr. Richards. T quitted my 
place and made my way through the crowd, 
and conducted him to the seat which IT had oc- 
cupied. The act was one of small moment, 
but it enkindled in my bosom a peculiar feeling 
—n desire of the opportunity to give more 
substantial proof of my grateful remembrance 
of his instructions; and Leould not avoid rais- 
j prayer to God, that T might when old, 
meet such a feeling towards myself in the 
younger generation of ministers of the gospel. 
" Then, sir, there is a manifest suitableness 
in our aiding those who are to become our as- 
socintes. It is true that the minister of Christ 
is an associate with all his flock. But there is 
a feeling among scholars towards one another 
that is peculiar to themselves, and consequent-

‘The 
Arabs in these countries before them, 
The Turks migrated westward, and extended 
the Mohammedan conquests commenced by the 
Arabs, In the the Arabs passed 
into Egypt, whieh they subdued, crossed the 
entire north of Africa, conquering as they 
went, establishing the kingdoms of Barea, Tu- 
nis, Tripoli, Algiers, and the empire of Mo- 
roceo, entered Spain by the straits of Gibraltar, 
(an which, as Gibr-al-Tarif, yet bears 
witness to the progress of their leader,) found- 
ed there an whieh lasted cll the dis- 
covery of America, and even poured their le- 
over the Pyrenees into the south of 
France. In all a large part 
of the population Is still of Aratie descent, eX. 
cepting Spain, from which they were expelled, 
but where they have left to this day, the most 
tre quent traces of the extent and splendor of 
their power. ‘The Arabic language is yet 
more extensive than the Arabic population; 
for being the tongue in which the Koran is 
written, itis read wherever Mohammedanism 
prevails, and thus in large parts of Hindostan

‘These last cultivate the 
soil, to some extent, while the former rove at 
pleasure, foraging on the travellers of the des- 
ert. [tis a very different thing in the east, to 
plunder a caravan, from bighway robbery in 
the west. Nor are the same feelings indulged 
by the Bedowi toward his prisoners, as would 
be found in the breast of a Spanish or Italian 
brigand, Itis a very erroneous impression, 
that the Arabs are a blood-thirsty people. So 
fur from this, they uniformly, and with anxie- 
ty, avoid the effusion of blood in their fre- 
quent brawls. It is, indeed, a point of honor

IT aim interested to 
know that Lam laboring for men whose names 
are mentioned in the prophecies, as hereafter 
to contribute to the glory of the church.—The 
Arab is jealous of these family distinetions. 
Many a poor Bedowi boasts a pedigree 
reaching to a more distant period, aud more 
clearly ascertained, than that of the crowned 
heads of Europe. Not only do they cherish 
the knowle dge of this descent, but pride them- 
selves on being as wild and free as their fa- 
thers. Ifthe Sultan orthe Pacha lays his hand 
but a littl too heavily upon them, they will 
leave his territories and plunge into their track- 
less deserts. Nor are they deficient in valor— 
they form the principal part of the army of 
Mehemet Ali, os well as of the troops his son 
has encountered in Syria. The Druses of 
Mount Lebanon presented a formidable bar- 
rier to the progress of Ibrahim Pacha; and 
Suleima Pacha, bis principal general, has de- 
clared that a single Druze, in one of the nar- 
row passes of their country, has his 
ground against a hundred of bis soldiers, and 
came near foiling the efforts of the army.* 
An important auxthary of their valor is indom- 
ttable perseverance. tis the natural result of 
living ina desert, destitute of the productions 
which sustai life, that they patiently bear the

sion they procured from us by exehange, a 
bushel of barley of which they were very fond. 
They reduced it, husks and all, to a coarse 
powder by pounding or grinding, mixed it 
up with water, placed it in the bottom of a 
cavity, over which they made a fire, took it 
out when black raven, and eat it with 
great satisfaction. Provided with a small

lator. David and Solomon paid much atten- 
tion to it, in the tabernacle and temple wor- 
ship; Christ sung a hymn at the supper he in- 
stituted; and Paul directed the churches to use 
psalms and byrmnns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in their hearts to the Lord, 
This music consists of two parts,—an outward, 


music is an ordinance 


harmonious expression of words of praise to 
God, or of some religious trath implying it, 
and an inward faith and affection of heart in 
accordance with what is thus expressed. As 
God, in the formation of the human voice, has 
given us powers of melody and harmony, which 
are naturally calculated to excite deveut affec- 
tions within us when applied to suitable words, 
he requires us to use them in glorifying him, 
and never in any way to hisdishonor. ‘There- 
fore Dr. Watts somewhere well says, that mu- 
sie was provided for and belongs to the church 
of God, and is perverted when applied to any 
foreign object. This perversion is glaringly 
evident, when it is used for any sinful purpose, 
or brought into any unholy connection, as is 
seen in theatres, operas, ball rooms, and simi- 
lar scenes of sinful gratification. ‘This is rob- 
hing the house of God, to enrich synagogues 
of Satan. ‘To say the least, all profane, im- 
moral, and trifling singing is unvodly, and so 
a perversion of heaven-born musie, Such per- 
sons sing, when God calls them to lamentation, 
and mourning and woe, in view of the sins they 
have committed, and the perdition to which 
they are momentarily exposed. 

Church music, from the nature and design 
of it, should be seriously learned and prepared. 
To do it otherwise must bave a hardening and

No worldly 
custom, however long or extensively it may 
have prevailed, can sanction the contrary 
practice. Indeed, no custom of the world is 
of any force against the commands of God, 
* Let every thing be done decently and in or- 
der;—young men, (and consequently women) 
exhort to be sober-minded.” Every other m- 
stitution of God would be profaned, by being 
given up to the management of unholy hands. 
Especially should those, who take the lead of 


it in the place of worship, be men of orthodoxy 
and piety. And all pious people who can sing 
should willingly do soe, and should constitute 
— leading — oe sais but all others 
who can, tna ve allowed Lo join wit 
in other wo of divine Pa geeyid 
gious truths may be sung in religious worship, 
though the most spiritual and lyrical are the 
most suitable to be generally used, as better 
calculated to excite pious emotions. ‘The apos- 
tle tells the Christians to “ teach and admonish 
one another in psalms, and hymns, and spiritu- 
al songs,” which shows that the songs of the 
ehureh should be doctrinal, historical, and pre- 
ceptive, as well as lyrical and affectionate. All 
this is contained in the songs of the Bible, es- 
pecially in the book of psalms. ‘This shows 
that those masters in music, who, by giving 
| tunes for didactic and narrative pieces, admit 
that such may belong to psalmody, are more 
correct than those, who exclude from their se- 
lections every thing but lyrical and more devo- 
tional compositions, Some simple narrations 
are as touching to the feclings as any other 
pieces, and ought at times to be brought into 
our devotions, as the history of the Israelites 
was into theirs. In accordance with this, the 
compositions of the Celtic and other bards eon- 
tained the history of their nations, and were 
sung by the people for information and recol- 
lection, and not without emotion, And who 
can doubt but that the songs of beaven will be 
in part doctrinal and historieal, as in the song 
of Moses and the Lamb? 

Though ehureh musie should be in a good 
measure melodious and harmonious, otherwise 
j it will burt rather than help devotion, yet very 
artificial compositions, and elaborate perform. 
ances cannot be proper, as they divest the 
thoughts of both singers and hearers from the 
devout sentiment of the psalm, and occupy 
their minds about the sounds only or chiefly, 
which, separately considered, are only a sweet 
and harmonious tinkling in the ear. ‘Io be 
chiefly occupied with the sounds, shows the 
absence of devotion, and that the musie fails 
of its object. ‘That is the best ebureh musie, 
which best expresses the ideas of the psalm, 
) and most deeply impresses them on the minds 
| of the worshippers. And by the same test it 

is to be determined whether the singing shall 
| be performed by a select choir, or by the eon- 

vregation at large, as was the custom of our 
fathers, and is still the practice in some church- 
es. ‘Phough | hiave been long accustomed to 
the first mentioned method, the arguments of 

Mr. H., a master in music, in the New York 

Observer about two years ago, had much 

weight, in my view, in favor of the latter, But 
| be thought nearly all could and should be 

taught to sing when young, whieh no doubt is 
true. Agreeably to this, Orton, the expositor 
j of the Old ‘Testament, in his letter to a young 
clergyman, says, that to bim congregational 
singing seemed the most sublime, being like 
the sound of many waters. But Mr. H. ad- 
vanced another idea, which accorded with my 
| previous opinion on the subject, and which it 

Was my principal intention to advocate, when 

[ commenced writing this paper. It was, that 
| each eburch should have the control of its own 

music. "This, as well as nearly all Lhave ad- 

vaneed, flows from the position with whieh I 

set out, and adduced Scripture to support. 

Since psalmordy is an ordinance of God, de- 

sigued for the spiritual improvement of bis 

churehes, the direction and management of it 
belongs exclusively to them, as much as of any 
other ordinance be has given them. Others 
may join with them in all but special ordi- 
nanees; but the ordinances all belong to the 
church, and the control of them is in its hands, 
If more evidence is necessary to convince any 
one, we have itin the absurdity of the contra- 
ry supposition, ‘Thata sacred ordinance, de 
signed for the spiritual edification of saints, 
should be in the hands of the unconverted and 
wieked, is absurdity itself; and such, generally 
all, who remain out of the church in disobedi- 
ence to God's command, must be considered, 

More evidence is crowded upon us, by the many 

and serious difficulties, in which the churches 

have been involved, by giving up the control 

of their singing to those, who were not under 
Some- 
times affronts, sometimes emulation and strife 
among the Jeaders, and sometimes a disposi- 
tion to show their power over the ehurch and 
cougregation, has taken the singing from the 
worship altogether, or rendered the preaching 
i a great measure useless, or caused the dis- 
mission of the minister, or weakened or broken 
up the religious society, and perhaps the church 
too; all which might bave been avoided, by 
the churches having kept the control of the 
singing tn their own hands, and regulated it in 
the fear of God, and with church discipline 
when called for, as they did the other parts of 
divine worship. This giving up the control of 
a divine ordinance to those who are without the 
church, so that the praises of the great and 
holy God were sung chiefly for show, or mere- 
ly to please the ear, or for some similar mo- 
j tive, as has often the case, and not to 
impress divine truth on the minds of the as- 
sembly, and excite devout or anxious feelings, 
must be displeasing to him, who requires us to 
worship bim in spirit and in troth, This is 
doubtless one reason why showers of divine 
grace, so greatly and constantly needed, are 
withheld from the eburches of our land. 
Whether any reform may be hoped for in this 
respect, in the present low, worldly state of 
our churches, is a question of doubtful answer; 
but it seems evident that they cannot be ina 
state of true, spiritual prosperity, without this 
reform as well as others. God cannot bless 
them, without seeming to approve of this sin. 

The impenitent part of the choir are not like ly 
to be converted, so long as they are treated as 

good enough, in their present astute, to control 

a divine ordinance, and to stand as a kind of 
| mediators between God and his worshipping 
| people, We should reason and act correctly 

on the subject, since the commands are, “ Sing 

ye praises with understanding;—serve the 

Lord with fear and trembling;—worship the 

Lord in the beauty of holiness.” Though the 
| nusie of the tabernacle and temple had some- 

thing of a worldly appearance, yet its arrange- 

ments were all made by the church, Its iead- 
ers also were pious, as is evident from Asaph, 
| Heman and Ethan, writing some of the psalms; 
and the singers were all in covenant with God, 
| The praising of God in the temple was no 
doubt very solemn and impressive, being per- 
formed in a devout manner.

Our general eus- 
tom in this thing can plead no example or au- 
thority, from the Old ‘Testament or New. 
The plea of necessity can rarely be made, as 
all churches might have retained the control, 
and used it as God directs; and most of them 
have singing members enough to perform de- 
cently, and to divine acceptance, if they sing 
from the heart. This is allthat God and the 
institution require, though it admite of more 
finished music, provided the heart accord with 
it, And since the direction of the music be- 
longs to the churches, to them alao it of course 
belongs to take the lend in the expenses neces- 
sary to the decent and respectable performance 
of this part of worship. ‘They should assume 
the control and expense together, and not be 
disposed to serve the Lord as a body with that 
which costs them nothing. But they should 
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lay out no money for the perversion of a di- 
vine ordinance, nor to gratify unsanctified 
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minds. May the Lord give to us all wisdom 
and grace to make his praise glorious,

CUMBERLAND CONFERENCE, ME, 

This Conference assembled for its annual 
meeting at the meeting house in Cumberland, 
‘Tuesday, June 9, 1840. Rev. J. B. Condit 
was chosen Moderator, with whom the Confer 
ence united in prayer. 

A.M. After attending to some items of busi- 
ness, a sermon was preached by Rev. Mr. 
Kimball of Ipswich, Mass. from Ps. 42: 2. 
My soul thirsteth for God, for the living 
God.” Conference then adjourned till 2 0’clock. 

.M. 2 o'clock. After uniting in prayer, 
the following topics, having been regularly in- 
troduced, were severally taken up and impres-| 
sively exhibited, 

1. The gracious interposition of God in re- 
viving his work among the churches through- 
out our land, and especially among those con- 
nected with this Conference, calls for humble 
gratitude, p . 

2. The importance of circulating standard | 
works of piety and Christian doctrine. 

8. A deeper interest in the benevolent ob-| 
jects of the day. | 

The first topic was introduced by Rev. Mr. 
Chickering. He said there were seven months | 
more, before all the displays of grace, which 
make 1840 a year calling for devout gratitude, | 
can be fully told. Enough, however has al- 
ready been felt among us, of the great mercy of 
God, in the salvation of lost sinners, to awaken 
through our churches humble gratitude, 

The revivals of this year display in a peeu- 
liar manner, the sovereignty of God, both in 
relation to the instrumentalities which he has | 
employed, and to the character of the subjects | 
of them.

I he 
revivals have sent grace upon the churches in| 
reclaiming the wandering, uprooting false | 
hopes, leading to self scrutiny, and awakening | 
in the profe-sed people ot God new hope, love, | 
and spiritual joy, and arousing them to increas- 
ed Christian activity. ‘They have poured joy | 
and peace into many families, and put a ne w | 
aspect upon society. And finally, these revi- 
vals, thus produced under the ordinary means | 
of grace, and impeded by no external circum- 
stances, we may hope, will go on without sub- } 
jecting our churches to that painful depression | 
which generally follows seasons of great ex-| 
citement, 

The 2!) topie was introduced by Rev. Mr. 
Dwight, who, ina very perspicuous manner, 
iNustrated that it is necessary to read and think 
as well as hear. The standard works of piety 
and religious doctrine, such as those of Baxter 
and Edwards and Flavel and Doddridge and 
Wilberforce, contain instruction which ought 
to be read and pondered by every mind.

piety, and fora symmetrical developement of 
the Christian character.

The effusions of the Spirit have been extensive- 
ly experienced, also, in New Haven, Mount Carmel, 
East Plains, and Waterbury. In one Association, 
that for the Eastern district of New Haven, the re- 
markable fact appears, that out of sixteen churches, 
ten have been blessed, in a greater or less degree, 
with the*same precious influences. ‘These favored 
churches are North Haven, Meriden, Northford, 
North Guilford, United Society of New Haven, Guil- 
ford, Wallingford, North Branford, Branford, and 
Cheshire.

We learn with pleasure, that the churches are gen-

moting the spiritual welfare of the con munity The 
frequent erection of new and commodieus houses of 
worship, and the remodelling of old ones, is a pleas- 
ing indication of the interest which is felt on this sub- 
ject. The comparatively small number of ministers 
who have been dismissed, and the spe edy supply of 
vacancies of late, lead us to infer, that the permanen- 
cy as well as the importance of the pastoral relation, 
is beginning again to be estimated as it was in the days 
of our forefathers. Connected with this trait, is the 
gratifying fact that the attendance on public worship, 
seems, for the most part, to be on the increase.
